Police Claim No Reason 
Given for Deed; Say Theft 
Brooke's Chum Ended Life

Princeton University student 
has been found wandering shout the 
woods near Quakertown with two 
bullet wounds In his mouth. Tbs 
student was Identified ss Robert C. 
Brooke, of Philadelphia. The youth 
purportedly told pollee he shot him­ 
self in the ramlly's cabin In the 
woods near Quakertown. 
Brook* 
was taken to Quakertown Hospital 
hut later was removed to University 
Hospital In Philadelphia. Cine of the 
bullets pierced a cheek hone near 
Brooke's right eye, according 
to 
police. Joseph S. Gltner, a carpen­ 
ter of l*erklomen. found the Prince­ 
ton student wandering 
aimlessly 
about the woods. 
According to state police here, 
Brooke admitted stopping off st the 
cabin at Finland, five miles from 
here, enroute to his home 
He Is 
said to have Informed officers that 
lie took a .32 calibre revolver owned 
by his father and which waa at the 
cabin, and shot 
himself.
